Sept. 21, 1768. : 

** The fine Appearance we had this 
Seafon of arich Crop, raifed in every 
Breaft an Expectation of the mott 
plentiful Harveft, that ever {mil’d on 
this Land; but our large Increafe, 
likeJob’sFulnef{s,was fwept away fud- 
denly, and in one Night our Fields 
bore as much the Afpect of Winter, 
as if they had updergone the Severity 
of that Seafon. This was occafioned 
bv a Fall of Rain, on Tuefday the 
16th, the createft ever known here, 
which {welled our Rivers to fuch a 
Height, that they overflowed all the 
low Grounds, carried Houfes, Barns, 
Cattle, and every Thing before them. 
Many Farmers, who were in opulent 
Circumitances, are now reduced to 
Poverty, having loft their All, and 
indeed the Public in general have fuf- 
fered. The Bridge at Banff, which 
confifted of five Arches, and built a- 
bout four Yeurs ago, is carried away ; 
alfothe Bridge over Doveran at Strath - 





bogie has fhared the fame Fate. Tay 
Fite’s fine Gardens, and all the Poli- 
cies about his elegant Howe at Banff, 
are quite demolifhed ; and the Water 
rofe five Feet in the lower Street of 
the Town: We have yet got no Ac. 
count what the Spay has dene,, only 
that it carried oft the Bridge at Cattle 
Grant. The River Don has done 
vaitt Damage---it has fwept teveral 
Mills before it, and uruch fhactercd 
the Bridge at old Aberdeen. The 
fine Gardén at Monymutk, which, 
on account of its Elegance and Bevu- 
ty, was called Paradife, ig totally de- 
ftroyed. Middleton, of Seaton, has 
got his fine Library deftroyed, and 
his Hou/e fhattered by the Water, 
which rofe fix Feet in the lower Fist: 
It would be tedious to relate the par- 
ticular Lofles fuftained by the Inha- 
bitants along the River Dee; let it 
fufice to mention, that the Water, 
in cight Hours, rofe twenty Feet per- 
pendicular upon the Bridge; and that 
trom five o’Clock in the Morning te 
Midday, the River, from the Bruige 
to where it empties itfelf into the Sea, 
was wholly covered with Barns, Hout- 
es, Mulls, Caftle, and in fhort, every 
Thing that oppofed its irrefiftable 
Current. I was never a Spcctator af 
a more moving Scene. ‘Two Veflets 
belonging to this Port were drove on 
the Roeks a little to the Southward 
of this Place, and were intirely loft, 
and both Crews perifhed.
